MEMORIAL  to  Congress,  prnyinpr  tliat  the  net  proceeds  of  internal  rorenue  bo  set  aside 
for  the  erection  of  a  peuitentiary. 

To  the  honorable  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  in  Congress  assembled  : 
Your  memorialista,  tlio  fjovcnior  aiid  h'sislativc  assembly  of  the  Ter- 
ritory of  rtiih,  would  rosi.cct fully  represent  that  tlie  i)eiiitentiary  of  the 
Territory  is  iiisunieieiit  for  the  deinainls  uitou  it;  that  it  is  in  a  dilaju- 
dated  ami  unsafe  condiliuii,  and  is  not  lilted  for  the  purposes  for  whieh 
it  is  used;  and  that  tiu-  iiK  ivase  of  iioi)ulation  eonse(inent  upon  the  <-ou- 
stnietion  of  the  Union  and  Central  Pacilie  raihoad  through  tlie  Territory 
renders  it  neeessary  that  aecomniodat  ions  of  this  (l.issshoiild  he  inereased, 
aiKl  more  espeeiallv  as  the  S.'eretary  of  War  has  desi-;nated  tills  pris(m 
as  a  plaee  of  coiilinemeut  of  military  prisoners.  We  resi>eetfully  i)ray  that 
the  net  j.roeeeds  of  the  internal  i.veiiue  of  Utah  Territory  be  set  aside 

for  the  ereeti f  a  penitentiary,  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  in

erection  of  penitentiaries  in  the  Territories  of  Neliraska,  Washington, 
Colorado,  Idaho,  Montana,  .\iizona,  and  Dakota,"  aiiitrovcd  January  22, 

ISt;;.
